The generally accepted idea of what prompts a man to enter any in- 
, stitutiOjHjOf .learning is that he desires to' secure an education, a train- 
ing which will enable him to take his place in the world of men when 
he graduates. The trouble is that this idea is not always followed 

• out., but is often laid aside in order that a "good time" may be had, : 
and lectures interfere so much with a sleep in the morning, or a showf 
in the afternoon. 

Certainly we admit that some lectures are dull and dry and un- 
interesting, but that isn't an excuse for your staying away- from them. 
Yes, we know that some professors make an entertaining sub- 
ject dull, and others make a dry one interesting, while still others

To the Editor. "McGill Dally." 

Dear Sir, — 

Through a singular coincidence 
the Principal of our University an- 
nounced his policy for meeting the 
returned men's plea for exemption 
from tho recent addition to the fees, 
la the same issue In which my en- 
quiry appeared. 

The Principal has given a definite 
answer. He obviously does not think 
the returned soldier should now be 
granted by the University the same 
facilities to pursue undergraduate 
life that he would have enjoyed had 
he not enlisted. , 

The vast majority of returned 
undergraduates are this year paying 
to the University an indemnity of be- 
tween 50 and 60 dollars for the fact 
that they enlisted for service. The 
returned soldiers of this University 
did not ask for charity or assistance — 
they asked for what they believed and 
still believe Is due them. We should 
appreciate the counter argument, that 
is, why wo should not have a "status 
quo'Yelatlonshlp to the University. .. 

The scheme for assistance outlined 
by the Prinèipal would' seenu.U) lend 
itBelf to the charity-seeker, the 
"Humble Uriah" type of soldier, who 
shall apply with a hard-luck story for 
alms — the one willing to take not 
only his due, but perhaps as much of 
that due to others as it is possible to 
get. Also, it is to be noted that this 
help is to be given as a charity from a 
bountiful and generous University, 
and not in any way as a rightful pay- 
ment. 

It is to be hoped ..thltt under these 
circumstances thé Principal's funds 
will be undiminished by returned 
men. ' 

The Principal's argument seems to 
be that unless a man is- ''dead broke" 
he has no Just claims' 'while the coin 
less one posseseei them. It is cer- 
tainly hard to understand this emin- 
ently class-distinctive institution now 
Inaugurated. 

The statement that a refund would 
work in an indiscriminate manner is 
incontrovertible, but it is, far from 
clear how by it the majority would 
benefit at the minority's expense. 

Why not- put it plainly, Ahat-jwhat 
Is due to many is no.w- going, to be 
given to a few t or rafhir a part of 
that due to many?

The following interesting article 
recently appearod in the "Dally Call- 
fomlan." It deals with the practical 
application of a type of intelligence 
test which promises to supplement 
the present system ,pf. examinations. 

"As a means of analyzing their own 
mental aptitudes and ot familiarizing 
themselves with the intèlligenco tests 
to be given to all new students Sat- 
urday, a number of faculty members 
have requested the privilege of taking 
tho test. The special committee 
which is in charge of the tost has 
agreed,' if conditions make It possible, 
toicomply with this request. In case 
the.,test is given faculty members 
a special room will v»e assigued them. 

"In answer to numerous enquiries 
as to the nature of the psychology test 
to be\glven Saturday afternoon to all 
undergraduate students entering the 
University thiB semester, tbe special 
committee having the matter in charge 
has made a more detailed announce- 
ment of tbe character of the tests. 
Essentially the tests consist of sev- 
sral hundred simple, concrete situa- 
tions or problems of, great variety. 
These problems arc so devised, that 
success in handling them depends 
upon native' capacities for understand- 
ing and analyzing new situations and 
for making new combinations, rather 
than upon conventional school stand- 
ing. By such means a student's 
power to follow simple directions is 
tested, and also his perceptions of 
logical relattons, his grasp of the 
meaning of words and sentences, his 
range of information and Interests, 
and the precision with which he can 
select and compare verbal, pictorial, 
and Informational details. 

Test Is Fair Measure of Ability. 
"The Thorndlko test Is the result 
of many years' study and experi- 
ment, during'whlch it has been dis- 
covered that the degree of a student's 
success in solvfrig these concrete 
problems is a fait 1 measure of his 
general level of intelligence. At nu- 
merous universities where the test 
has been given, the Judgment of in- 
structors and advisors is that even if 
tho University should make no use 
of the test for administrative pur- 
poses, the tests would be fully worth 
while by the reason of the Informa- 
tion given the students themselves 
as to their own powers and- limita- 
tions. Such knowledge gained, the 
student is better able to appraise his 
aptitudes and to attack his or he 
own problems with Increased confi- 
dence. 

"The results are to be used' wholly 
a? a basis for advice and guidance, 
and not for admission, exclusion, or 
advancement. -—The «coro mad* by 
'rach student win <>ntlmiv confl.

TO EDUCATE 

The Carpenter and College 
Graduates. 



A FAULTY SYSTEM. 




"The Function of Education 
Not to Turn Out Tune- 
keepers." 

v Does education ôducute 1 This 
pointed question was , asked and 
answered under singular circinn- 
etanoes at a banquet recently held In 
I-ondon, Eng. A man vrho held never 
made a speech iu his life addressed a 
catlierlng of college graduates, and 
he mado a hit. The article dealing 
with this was published from the pen 
of Alexander Irvine in "The Teachers* 
World," and re-prlnted In "Public 
Opinion." It is as follows :— 

"About one hundred and fifty stu- 
dents who had just received their de- 
fies met for a final dinner, before 
they separated to go into various 
parts of the world, probably never to 
ir.eet again. • They had been so suiv 
tieted with dignified drivel during the 
four years at college that they de- 
cided to omit' the address at the final 
function. 

"Of two hundred professors there 
was one man whose criticism of 
college addresses wsis well known. 
Ho bad never made an address In his 
life, and it was suggested, more as a 
joke than with any serious intent, to 
invite him to deliver the address. If 
they had imagined for a moment tUtu 
he would accept the invitation ho 
never would have been eaked. He 
accepted, however, and the committee 
decided to let the class grin and bear 
it. 

"The dinner took place in one of 
the world's greatest hotels- The 
banqueting hall was known far and 
wide for its artistic arrangements; 
and luxurious furniture. The young 
men were dressed In conventional full 
evening dress. Most of them weio 
future captains of Industry- During 
the course of the dinner there was n 
good deal of joking and some specu- 
lation about the professor's address. 
When the dinner was over the chair- 
man rapped for order and introduced 
the speaker. 

"'Gentlemen,' he began, 'I nevor 
made. a speech in my life, and I don't 
Intend to begin now. I have some- 
thing to say, however, and In saying 
it I will follow* Luther's threefold 
rule : " Stand np stralghtly, spoak 
out boldly, and sit down quickly," 

" ' We art in one of the famous 
banqueting halls of the world. Bel- 
shazzer'B hall compared to this was a 
lodging on the third floor back. No 
unch art existed in thOBO days as we 
nee around this room. No such 
iviands graced his board. What there 
was there was elegant for that day, 
-but wc live In another age, an age of 
art, artcraftmanehip and luxury. 
From the four corners of the earth 
came the things on this table. Prom 
the lowest forms of day labor to the 
highest form's of art wo have around 
us samples of at least a hundred 
forms of human work. 

'"Take this tablecloth to begin 
with. It Is of most exquisite work- 
manship. It involves weaving— to go 
uo farther back— bleaching, smooth- 
ing, designing. It is a damask linen, 
beautiful and most pleasing to the 
eye. I want to ask you a question : 
Is there anyone here who knows from 
personal experience anything about 
the labor Involved? Have any of 
you ever contributed any labor to the 
manufacturing of table linen ? I am 
serious, gentlemen. If any of you 
have, I would like him to say so. 
There w«b absolute silence. ' I under- 
stand, then,' he continued, 'that the 
making of such a thing is beyond 
your ken. 

' " ' Let me draw your attention to 
the samples of pottery here. Surely 
•the men and women who produce 
such beautiful things are artists. 
What a joy it must be for a- man to 
hold such a thing in his hand— com- 
plete— and say, " I made it ! " JIany 
forms of labor are involved here, also 
—the digging of clay,' the carting-, 
fashioning, paiuting, burning, baking 
and finishing. If there is a man 
here who has ever touched this form 
of labor, let him answer. No one! 

" 'There are samples of the moat 
exquisite, and, I know, costly, cut 
glfiss. That also involves much la- 
bor and great art. ' It. is a unique 
industry In itself. I'-.AW not detail 
the process; we see the result, but 
the various forms of labor Involved 
are practically unknown to us. 1 
would be rather surprised to find a ! 
man among you who had ever touch- : 
ed this Industry at any angle.' 

"In this way he went over th-ij 
•Kllver, tmd dwelt rather lengthily on ; 
the subject of mining and the life or! 
n miner. Nothing escaped his no- 
tice. He drew .attention to the car-i 
pel and nigs on the floor, to the' 
r.urtalns and drapery of ilie gron. 
windows, to the mural decorations, 
?xfH.-uted by the greater living 
•nural painter. There was a rich 
fresco around tho room lie c»iiod 



attention to it When he had gone 
over most of the things jin the room 
lie Yurned again to the table. 

"There are cut flowers : hero,' lia 
said. 'Most of you spent some years 
in the study of botany, but I don't 
think any of you would undertake 
to give us a complete classification 
of what we see and enjoy on the 
table.' There was a disposition to 
laugh, but he wiped the smile from 
every face around the table by 
quietly saying, 'Perhaps you are to 
be congratulated that you are at an 
age when a sense of humor covers; 
a multitude of sins, but personally I 
cannot enjoy that which gives me 
pain. 

The Mo the of Education.

" 'X am a representative . univer- 
sity man, seriously asking myself 
and you whether the system we call 
education educates?' The science 
became oppressive. The men were 
thinking. 

"'Perhaps,' he continued, 'I 
should have put you more at ease 
by telling you at, the beginning that 
I have never experienced the joy of 
fashioning articles with my own 
hands. Nor anything useful for 
that matter. Here we are, then, a 
group of men on whom a university 
has set its stamp. We produce 
nothing to eat, we could not even 
lend a hand in tho making of any- 
thing we see around us, and truth 
compels me to venture the sugges- 
tion that in ninety-nine 'cases out of 
a hundred tho chief motive of a 
college education is to esoaipe actual 
participation in just such work «s 
gives or ought to give joy to the 
worker. 

'"A timekeeper performs a use- 
ful function, so does a cash register, 
but the function of education 1b not 
to turn out timekeepers or cash 
registers. It has been truly said 
that If ten Bachelors of Art were 
wrecked in mid-ocean they could 
not build a pontoon to save their 
lives! They would be equally help'- 
less in any critical emergency- where 
practical knowledge of the ordin- 
ary things around us was ' impera- 
tively necessary, A statement of 
the problem Is not a solution, and 
we do not gain much by stating that 
the system is to blame and we are 
not- - 

"'You certainly are not to 
blame, You are the victims of 
whatever system we naive, I cannot 
say that i am blameless. I do njt 
"M'mi ! ««j X 'spl4tti«3j>&- of lan- 
•gtiag-eBr"of 'm&fti'e'matlcs,- and history 
is education. I believe the system 
of cramming these things to pass 
an examination, is pernicious. So 
having been asked tor the first" time' 
in my life 'to make ah address) I 
made it an opportunity to enter my 
protest. 

The Purpose of Education. 

"'Education- Is to prepare and 
equip for the duties and responsi- 
bilities of life— sot to turn out in- 
dustrial and commercial bosses, 
gaffers, timekeepers and cash regis- 
ters. I would hardly be Justifie*! 
tri tailing up your time with these 
observations alone: So, In addi- 
tion, I want to any fhhv. Most of 
you are ffastined to be mcsters of 
nun. You will organize and mo- 
bll>ze their labor, you will oversee 
it. 

"'When j ou see men around 
you actually creating beautiful 
things with their handB, I would 
like you to remember that it was 
my opinion that actus! labor in the 
arts and crafts and industries is an 
infinitely nobler contribution: to the 
happiness of mankind than clipping 
coupons and living on the sweat of 
other men's brows. 

'"It will not come in our day, but 
the world will ultimately come to 
understand that the training of the 
mind is as necesssory as the training 
of the body. Why should it be con- 
sidered an unthinkable thing that a 
blacksmith t/ or a carpenter should 
need an education 7 Why should 
college men consider it degrading to 
handle tools and make useful and 
beautiful things ? 

" ' Why 3hould a .university perpet- 
uate such «i revolt against nature in 
which the man who does no useful 
work at all Is considered à gentleman 
and the creator of- wealth and beauti- 
ful things should be considered low 
caste In Anglo-Saxon, civilization. 

" ' I want to point out to you that 
the highest form of culture and re- 
finement known to mankind was in- 
timately associated with tools and 
labor. In order to do that I must 
present to you a picture, imaginative, 
but in accord with the facts of history 
and experience.' 

A Dramatic Conclusion. 

'"He pushed bis hair back and 
stood « few feet, from the table. His 
face betrayed deep emotion. His 
voice became wonderfully soft and 
irresistingly appealing. The collego 
men had been interested ; they wero 
now spellbound. He raised his hand 
and went through the motions of 
drawing aside a curtain. 

" ' Gentlemen,' he said, ' may I in- 
troduce to you a young Galilean who 
is a master builder - Jesus of Nazar- 
eth I ' 

"It was a weird act. The silence 
became oppressive. As if addressing 
an actual person of flesh and blood 
hu continued : 

" ' Master, may 1 ask you.?* I asked 
these young men, whether there n 
anything In this room that you could 
make with your hands as other men: 
mako them ? '

Certainly the Dickens children's 
parties, were shining facts in our 
early London days — nothing came In 
the least near them. There were 
other parties, and they were very 
nice, but nothing to compare to these; 
not nearly so light, not nearly so 
shining, not nearly so going round 
and round. Porhaps it was not all 
as brilliantly wonderful as I imag- 
ined it, but most assuredly the spirit 
of mirth and kindly jollity was a 
reality to every ono present, and the 
master of the house had that won- 
drous fairy gift of leadership. I know 
not what to call that power by which 
tio inspired every one with spirit and 
"interest. One special party 1 remem- 
ber, which seemod to me to go on 
for years with its kind, gay hospi- 
tality, its music, Its streams of chil- 
dren passing and re-passing. Wo 
were a little shy coming In alone In 
all the consciousness of new shoes 
and ribbons, but Mrs. Dickens. called 
us sit beside her till the long 
sweeping dance was over, and talked 
to us as if wc were grown up, which 
Is always flattering to little girls. 
Then Miss Hogarth found us part- 
ners, and wo too formed part of the 
throng. I remember watching tho 
white satin shoes nud long' flowing 
sashes of thé little Dickens girls, who 
were just about our own age, but 
how much more graceful and beau- 
tifully dressed. Our sashes were 
bright plaids of red and blue, a trib- 
ute from ono of our father's Scotch 
admirers (is it ungrateful to confess 
now after all theBe years that we 
could not bear them?); our shoes 
were only bronze. Shall I own to 
this passing shadow, amid all that 
radiance? But when people are once 
dancing they arc all equal and happy. 

Somehow, after tho music we all 
floated into a long supper room, and 
I found myself sitting near the head 
of the table by Mr. Dickens, with an- 
other little girl much younger than 
myself; she wore a necklace and 
pretty little sausage curls all round 
her head. Mr. Dickens was very kind 
to the little girl, and presently I heard 
him persuading her to sing, and he 
put bis arm round her to encourage 
her; and then) wonderful to say, the 
little girl stood up (she was little 
Miss Hullah) and began very shyly, 
trembling and blushing at first/ but 
as she blushed and trembled she sang 
more and more sweetly; and then all 
the jeunesse doree, consisting of the 
little Dickens boys and their friends, 
ranged along the supper table, 
clapped and clapped, and Mr. Dickess 
clapped too, smiling and applauding. 
And then ho mado a little 'speech, 
with ono hand on the table; I think 
it was thanking the jeunesse doree 
for their applause, and they again 
clapped and laughed — but here my 
memory fall3 me, and everything 
grows very vague. 

Only this 1 do remember very 
rlearly, that we danced and supped 
and danced again ; and that we were 
n.l standing In a hall lighted and hung 
with bunches of Christmas green, and, 
as I hitve snid, everything seemeJ al- 
together magnificent and important', 
more magnificent and important oyery 
minute, a >-lc evening went on, and 
move and more people kepr arrl.'ntr. 
The lull was c-ow'V.d;. end the broad 
staircase was lined with little boys- 
thousands of little hoys whoBe headj 
and logs and arms were- waving abo.it 
together. They were making a great 
noise, and shouting, and the eldest 
son of the house seemed to be mar- 
shalling tbem. . Presently their noise 
beoîane a cheer, and then another, 
and we looked up nnd saw that ouv 
own father had come .to fetch us, and 
that his white head was thorc above 
the others; then came a third final 
ringing cheer, and some ono went up 
to him— It was Mr. Dickens hlr|;»elf— 
who laughed and said quickly, "Tb-'t 
Is for yôu!" and my father looked up 
surprised, pleased, touched. . . . and 
nodded gravely to the little boys.-- j 
"Chapters From Some Memoirs," by j 
Anne Thackeray Ritchie.

MACAULAY'S IMPETUOUS CON- 
VERSATION. ' 

"Was Macaulay a fine converser?" 
William Mathews asks In "The Great 
Conversera." "It la hard to say. The 
name which Sydney Smith gave him, 
— ** book in breeches' — would Imply 
that he was a monologlst, not a 
converser. In his talk there was the 
same impetuous volubility which we 
find in hl» essays; as some one said 
of bis speeches, all you thought of In 
listening to Macaulay was an express 
train which did not stop oven at the 
chief stations. His conversation 
teemed with thought, criticism, quo- 
tion and illustration; but there 
too much epigram, too much glit- 
; too much, in short, of the rhetorl- 
, to make It thoroughly enjoyable. 
Our Countryman, Prescott, who often 
met him in society in 1850, describes 
his conversation as being 'like the 
uiintermlttlng Jerks of a pump.' 'I 
do not believe,' Sydney Smith used to 
say, 'that Macaulay ever did hear ray 
voice.' But, though he took the lion's 
share of the conversation, It was not 
from arrogance, or a desire to mo- 
nopolize the attention of the company, 
but simply because the stream welled 
forth from a full mind and a prodi- 
gious memory. When he launched 
upon a subject, there was no hope of 
arresting his voyage, nor any wish to 
do so. Commencing with the remotest 
ginning of his theme, hardly 'skip- 
ping the deluge,' — just as he begins 
his History of JameB II with the 
Phoenicians, — he would roll on a 
mighty flood, gathering volume and 
power at every moment, till there 
seemed no reason why the talk should 
ever cease; no more than for the 
Amazon to run dry, or time to pauze 
In Its flight. The talk bad some of 
MIRon's organ roll, and was only to 
Bk b* closed by Milton's organ stop."

On hoarlna 
my voice, Bhe lookèd up from her !i- 
bor, and returned the salutation; and, 
on my asking her. if there were a 
tavern or a farm-house in the neigh- 
borhood where I could pass the nlf,ht, 
she showed me the pathway through 
the vineyard that led to the village, 
and then added, with a look of curi- 
osity, — 

'"You must be a stranger, sir, In 
these parts. 1 

"'Yes; my home is very far from 
here.' 

"•How far?' 

" 'More than a thousand leagues.' 
"The old woman looked Incredu- 
lous. 

'"I came from a distant land be- 
yond the sea.' 

'"More than a thousand leagues" 
at length repeated she; 'and why have 
you come so far from home?'

My companions wished me ai gou\ 
night as each entered his own thatch- 
roofed cottage; and a little girl led 
me out to the very inn which an hour 
or two before I had disdained to 
enter."
